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DETAILED ACTION 

Cancellation of claims 1-10 are acknowledged. The prior Office Action is withdrawn due to 
Applicant's submission of the translation of the French patent overcoming the date of the 
Ramdani reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 14-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 0486 
475 A2 to Ando et al. 

Ando teaches an amorphous oxide film composed essentially of an oxide of Hf 
(amorphous hafiiium oxide) and one oxide of Si (silicon oxide). The amorphous oxide film is in 
a multilayer structure of at least three layers comprised of the amorphous oxide types, thereby 
producing a stack, alternate layers, and where the other layer comprises silicon oxide. See 
abstract, page 10, lines 1-30, and Figures 2-8. While Ando does not teach the density 
requirement of less than 8 g/cm A 3, the film is made by sputtering techniques which are known to 
vary density. Absent of the showing of the criticality for the density it would have been obvious 
within the level of ordinary skill in the art to produce a density less than 8 g/cm3 for the Ando 
reference because the film is produce via sputtering techniques which is known to vary the 
density.

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) 



of rejection. While Ando was used prior, Ando still provides for a similar amorphous hafnium 
oxide film. Although Ando does not teach the density requirement, Applicant has not provided 
any evidence to the contrary that the Ando reference does not read on the instant claims.
